Violence flared todny in the California oil refinery strike 
white CIO longshore headquarters ordered stevedores to ig- 
nore the army's call for dock workers to handle military car- 
goes in struck Pacific coast portn. 

Hundreds of CIO oil refinery strikers fought a rock and 
tear gas battle with police for two hours at Richmond, Calif,, 
in an unsuccessful effort to keep non-striking AFL main- 
tenance men out of n refinery. 

A policeman, a state highway patrolmnn and four strikers 
were hospitalized but none 
was believed in serious condi- 
tion. 

Cameras ol tliree news photog- 
raphers were icltcd and the film 
exposed. Beveral photosrnphers were 
roughed up. An Oakland Tribune 
reporter was hllhy a tear gas bomb. 
Flnt Mau Violence 
was tho rir.it mass violence of 
Cnlltomla's 11-day-old strike over 
wages, a gtrlke whldi has curtailed 
gasoline supplies up and down the 
west coast. 

Moat ol the violence occurred at 
tho main gate of tho SUndard 0» 
rellnery In nichmond. But It also 
extended tor blacks around tlio ap- 
proaches to the plant. 

The CIO unionists started masa- 
Jng early this morning alter ar 
overnight warning tliat they were 
not going to aland by peaceably a: 
they did yesterday while non-slrlk- 
era went to work. 

AFL Starts Motorcade 
DUordei^ started about 0.15 ajn 
when AFL members began a. motor- 
cade apprOBcli OS though to e;;ter 
the main gate. Their trucks and 
cars moved bumper to bumper. 

Hundreds of strikers and eym- 
pathlicra formed a. flying wedge in 
tho direction ot the oncoming cars. 
There the melee was touched olf.

Most or the egg. vegetable nnd rock throw- 
ing seem.-; to have hrcn done by kids or teen 
ago and less. But they must have had the 
moral support, na the little boy had the phy.sl- 
cal support, of their elders. None who took 
part !n these exhibition.*', whatever their age. 
behaved with much grown-up foresight. If 
they had they would have seen that they were 
defeating their own purpose. 

For they forgot to consider that eggs and 
tomatoes have this peculiarity as political 
weapons: they can bo used so much more ef- 
fectively by tho.sc who arc hit than by these 
who do the throwing. So the CaroHniaii.s lost 
the battle when they fired the first aolvo. 

■Maybe Mr. Wallace didn't exactly enjoy tho 
sticky .sensation of being smacked by an egg 
or the Instinctive humiliation ot bolnff jeered 
nnd pelted In public. But ht-i behavior during 
moat of the onslaught .showed ho was shrewd 
enough to realize that he was collecting poli- 
tical advantage at the flame time that he was 
collecting yolk stains on his shirt. 

Mr. Wallace can't really hope to get far in 
the south. But every time some egg-sUnglng 
young'un In Dixie makes him look slightly 
messy he also makes him look slightly mar- 
tyred. And for a man who can only try for 
a good showing, the few votes picked up as 
a result are all to the good. 

Thus he can almost welcome anything that 
tries to deny him the right of free speech by 
Jorce. Such undemocratic actions offend a lot 
of people who would never think of voting 
for Henry Wallace. Probably they also win the 
support of some slightly emotional northern- 
ers who had been undecided before. 

But Mr. Wallace's hostile reception was 
more than undemocratic. It wos a blatant 
announcement that his attackers were suffer- 
ing from mental impotence. Egg-throwing 
Isn'fa sign of power or righteous wrath. 

If his Carolina trip had been without Inci- 
dent, people might have taken a longer look 
Into one of the biggest pork barrel-s In our 
political history. A billion dollars a year— 
that's what Mr. Wallace was offering for the 
southern vote. He would collect this huge 
sum by a spedal. discriminatory tax on tho 
profits of big corporations with capital In- 
vested In the south. 

People might have wohflercd how long 
those corporations would stay In the south 
under such conditions. They might have won- 
dered just how tho south would have bcnellt- 
cd If those corporations pulled out. or If they 
were taxed so heavily that tho region*.-; fur- 
ther Industrial development was stifled. 

But the lllogic of Mr. Wallace's bllllon-dol- 
lar boondoggle was lost In the confusion, and 
the third-party standard bearer emerged as 
a rather dramatic figure beset by the rabble. 
For that kindness — perhaps not wholly unex- 
pected — Mr. Wallace can thank his lll-wlsher.'; 
down In Dixie. 



BUREAUCRATIC SNART. 
The plight of Europe's displaced persons, 
which has been pitiable enough at best, now 
seems to be worse than over. A fpw months 
ago congress passed a bill to admit 205.000 
of these fugitives from communism. The 
bill was widely criticized as Inadequate In the 
. number involved and discriminatory In Its 
restrictions. But at least It was a bill. Now 
comes word from the International refugee 
organization In Geneva. Switzerland, that 
"the movement of DPs to America has stopped 
dead. 

Apparently the trouble lies In the bureau- 
cratic approach to the problem by our con- 
lular staffs In Munich, Frankfurt and Stutt- 

■ gart. President Truman Issued a directive 
last year to facilitate the clearance of some 

■ of these unfortunates for pas-iage to the 
United States, Relict organizations In Ger- 
many report that 1,500 have been investig- 
ated, cleared, processed and found eligible 
for visas under that directive. 

But, with the new law. the consulates In- 
sisted on doing the whole job over again. 
— The "consulates- do-not-accept-the-cecurlty 
clearanco of the U. 3. army counter-lntcUi- 
gencB or the eligibility clearance of the IRO. 
They Insist on making theh: own duplicate 
Investigations. 
Meanwhile the refugees, many of v.-hom 

■ are high-type, well-educated person.^ who 
possess a variety ol valuable skills, exist in n 

, atate of fiemt-frccdom. They have no homes, 
itvr poMCSslons. and tew adequate Jobs. Their 
food and clothing are Issued to them. They 
■. are a continuing source of cxpcrwe to this 
country, and their presence adds another 
z burden to tho already heavy task that con- 
fronts our authorities itf Germany, 
It would be to the advantage of all con- 
. cemed If the machinery for getting them 
" oat of 0«rmnny could be speeded up. But as 
: dslay continues and time passes, the job tliat 
: this machinery must do becomes harder. If 
7 the situation Is even half as bad as reported, 
{ it Is obrlotuly the duty of congress to make a 
: quick' Investigation and find why Its decisions, 
; represented In the DP bill, are being either 
- Ignored or badly mismanaged.

Thij Is a purely delonslvo 
measure. 

nctatlins Affected 

Not only docs thli policy apply 
to the Marshall plan but 11 affects 
Rcneml ccnnomlc relations with the 
red bloc. Moil, nnd perhaps all. of 
tlio democr:iclrs aro contlnulnn lim- 
ited trade with nus.ila and her satel- 
lites, but transactions broadly epealc- 
Ine are rrsltlcted to those things 
which do not strenBthtn tho com- 
munists mUJlarlly. 

Tills pnrndoxlcsl situation natur- 
ally Blves rLie to the query of why 
there should be any tfads at all. 
Well, even In a "hot war" there aro 
certain tran.iscUoni which can be 



carried out profitably on a quid pro
